Gaiety:  1908-2005 

It  was  a  slow  death  for  the  1908 
Gaiety  Theatre. 

The  wrecking  ball  began  its  pounding 
last  month  on  the  building,  but  it  could 
only  do  so  much. 

For  weeks,  construction  workers 
climbed  around  the  Gaiety,  driving  jack¬ 
hammers  into  stubborn  brick  walls  and 
cutting  screeching  steel  beams  that  once 
served  as  the  structure's  skeleton. 

For  a  brief  while,  passersby  could 
even  see  the  theater's  proscenium  arch, 
balcony,  and  stage  before  they,  too, 
turned  to  rubble. 

The  demise  of  the  Gaiety,  which  had 
been  closed  for  decades,  ended  a  three- 
year  effort  by  preservationists  to  save  the 
Clarence  Blackall  creation.  City  Hall  and 
supporters  of  redevelopment  rejected  the 
idea  that  the  Gaiety  could  be  preserved, 
saying  it  would  be  too  costly  and  that 
the  theater  wasn't  worth  the  effort.  They 
also  said  its  replacement,  the  30-story 
Kensington  Place  apartment  tower,  will 
bring  new  housing  and  life  to  a  declining 
Chinatown-area  block.  The  Gaiety 
Theatre  Friends,  however,  said  the 
Gaiety  was  the  only  existing  theater 
where  African  Americans  could  perform 
locally  during  the  jazz  age  of  the  1920s, 
and  pointed  out  that  the  Gaiety  was 
designed  by  Blackall,  who  designed  the 
Wang  and  the  Colonial  Theatre.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  they  argued  that  zoning  makes  the 
theater's  demolition  illegal,  which  City 
Hall  and  the  developers  denied.

Chinatown  Carjacking

restaurant  owner's  wife  was

The  broad-daylight  robbery 
of  her  company  van  occurred 
on  April  21  at  about  3  p.m.  and 
left  Ho  Ling  Fong,  wife  of  the 
owner  of  Asian  Garden 
Restaurant  on  Harrison 
Avenue,  with  bruises  and  sev¬ 


eral  stitches. 

"Her  whole  face  was 
bloody,"  said  Wai  Ming  Fong, 
age  67,  Ho  Ling's  husband. 

According  to  police.  Ho  Ling 
Fong,  age  58,  was  rushed  to 
New  England  Medical  Center

for  non-life  threatening 
injuries.  She  was  released 
that  evening,  said  her  hus¬ 
band. 

While  Ho  Ling  Fong 
was  unloading  products 
from  the  van  in  the  restau¬ 
rant's  driveway  at  28 
Harrison  Ave.,  a  man  got 
into  the  vehicle. 

"My  wife  said:  'This  is 
my  van.  What  are  you 
doing  in  my  van?"',  at 
which  point  the  man  tried 
to  push  her  away,  said 
Wai  Ming  Fong.  She  held 
onto  the  door  so  she 
wouldn't  hit  the  ground, 
said  her  husband,  but 
when  the  man  sped  down 
Harrison  Avenue,  she  was 


left  to  drag  several  feet  on 
the  pavement  until  she  fell 
off  the  van  in  the  middle 
of  the  street. 

Wai  Ming  Fong  said  his 
wife  needed  several  stitch¬ 
es  on  her  face  and  right 
leg,  and  was  bruised  up, 
but  is  now  at  home. 

A  week  after  the  car¬ 
jacking,  police  found  the 
stolen  van  in  East  Boston 
on  April  29,  said  Boston 
Police  officer  John  Boyle. 
The  suspect  has  not  yet 
been  caught. 

The  carjacking  fol¬ 
lowed  many  Chinatown 
crimes  that  have  received 
media  attention  and  were 
widely  discussed  among 
community  members  at 


public  meetings.  A  few 
incidents  that  have  stirred 
up  the  community  recently 
include  the  following: 

*  In  late  February, 
Rosemary  Lam,  who  is 
widely  known  in  the 
neighborhood's  business 
community,  was  robbed  of 
her  purse  in  Chinatown. 

*  On  March  30,  a 
woman  was  stabbed  sever¬ 
al  times  on  Tyler  Street. 

*  On  April  9,  two 
women  were  robbed  of 
their  purses  at  8  a.m.  One 
woman  who  resisted  was 
punched  in  the  face. 

Most  disturbing,  say 
residents,  business  owners 
and  police,  is  that  many 


crimes  have  been  targeted 
at  people  who  either  live 
in  the  neighborhood  or 
work  there. 

Recently,  however, 
police  said  that  overall 
crime  numbers  are  down 
from  last  year.  From 
January  to  April,  total  vio¬ 
lent  crimes  decreased  by 
18%  and  total  property 
crimes  by  45%  compared 
to  last  year's  statistics  over 
the  same  time  period.  But 
robberies  increased  by 
30%  this  year. 

"Safety  in  Chinatown 
has  been  worse  [lately]," 
said  Wai  Ming  Fong,  who 
added  that  when  people 
are  afraid  to  come  to 
Chinatown  because  of 


crime,  businesses  suffer.

Chinese  ^ 
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Parcel  24  Plan  Meets  Criticism  at  Meeting 


Project  Would  Have 
54%  Affordability

Despite  proposing  a 
housing  project  with  a 
high  level  of  affordability, 
a  local  development  team 
received  many  criticisms  of 
its  proposal  at  an  April  25 
community  meeting. 

The  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation 


and  New  Boston 
Development  Partners  are 
proposing  a  315-unit 
rental-  and  condo-housing 
complex  with  more  than 
50%  affordability  for  Parcel 
24,  a  strip  of  land  along 
Hudson  Street  now  occu¬ 
pied  by  a  highway  ramp. 
The  project  would  be  20 
stories  at  the  comer  of 
Kneeland  and  Hudson 
Streets  and  step  down  to 
four  stories  at  the  southern 
end  of  Hudson  Street. 


Criticisms  of  the  project 
came  from  most  people 
who  spoke  at  the 
Chinatown  meeting  and 
included  objections  to  the 
size  of  the  building, 
desires  for  deeper  afford¬ 
ability  and  more  parking, 
and  questions  over  who 
will  live  in  the  apartments 
and  condos. 

"I'm  very  dissatisfied 
with  this  project,"  said 
Chinatown  resident 
George  Chin.  Chin  said  the 


height  "already  exceeds  the 
Chinatown  Master  Plan," 
which  calls  for  buildings  of 
eight  to  10  stories  in 
height.  His  objections  to 
the  height  of  the  complex 
were  echoed  by  others 
who  also  wanted  to  see  a 
smaller  project. 

Some  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  said  they  feared  the 
neighborhood's  existing 
parking  crunch  would  be 
exacerbated  by  the  project 
because  165  parking  spaces 
would  be  built  into  the 
building  instead  of  315. 

A  few  people  suggested 
they  wanted  assurances 
that  Chinese  would  occupy 
Parcel  24. 

"My  dream  is  to  get 
Chinatown  residents  into 
Parcel  24,"  said  Bill  Moy  of 
the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council. 

But  "the  only  way  you  can 
get  into  Parcel  24  is 
through  the  lottery,"  he 
said,  referring  to  the  lot¬ 
tery  used  to  select  resi¬ 
dents  for  low-income 
units.  Moy  called  the  pro¬ 
posal  "a  mechanism  for 
gentrifying  Chinatown," 
and  claimed  that  the  devel¬ 
opers  are  misleading 
Chinatown  residents  by 
making  them  think  that 
Chinese  and  Chinatown 
residents  would  occupy 
the  housing  complex. 

Moy's  contention  that 
Parcel  24  would  gentrify 


the  neighborhood  contrast¬ 
ed  his  previous  position  on 
the  development  of  luxury 
apartment  complexes 
Liberty  Place  and 
Kensington  Place.  While 
those  buildings  were  being 
proposed,  Moy  defended 
the  projects,  which  have  a 
comparatively  low  level  of 
affordability,  arguing  that 
Chinatown  could  not  be 
gentrified  because  of  the 
large  number  of  subsi¬ 
dized  housing  units 
already  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood. 

In  addition  to  serving 
on  the  council,  Moy  is  also 
the  Chinatown  liaison  for 
the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority's  Big 
Dig  project.  The  Turnpike 
Authority  owns  Parcel  24 
and  will  conduct  an  inter¬ 
nal  review  of  the  proposal 
by  Asian  CDC  and  New 
Boston.  Moy  said  over  a 
phone  interview  after  the 
meeting  that  he  was  speak¬ 
ing  only  for  himself  and 
not  the  authority. 

"Parcel  24,  in  our  pro¬ 


posal,  is  not  a  mechanism 
for  gentrification,"  said 
Jeremy  Liu  of  the  Asian 
CDC,  noting  that  the  pro¬ 
posal  would  introduce  169 
units  of  affordable  housing 
to  a  lot  where  a  highway 
ramp  currently  exists.  The 
developers  also  said  that 
their  proposal  calls  for 
varying  levels  of  afford¬ 
ability,  from  housing  tar¬ 
geted  to  low-income  to 
middle-income  earners. 

To  help  ensure 
Chinatown  residents 
would  have  the  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  move  into  the  afford¬ 
able  units  of  the  project, 
said  the  developers,  prefer¬ 
ence  would  be  given  to 
former  Parcel  24  residents 
who  were  displaced  in 
1962  when  the  state  demol¬ 
ished  homes  and  buildings 
at  the  site  to  build  a  high¬ 
way  ramp. 

Responding  to  criti¬ 
cisms  about  the  height  of 
the  project,  the  developers 
said  the  highest  point  of 
the  building  was  about

Council  Questions  Parcel  24  Plan 
by  Asian  CDC,  New  Boston

A  community  develop¬ 
ment  corporation  and  its 
for-profit  partner  faced 
tough  questioning  from 
members  of  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council  over  the  partner¬ 
ship's  development  pro¬ 
posal  for  a  strip  of  land 
along  Hudson  Street 
known  as  Parcel  24. 

The  council  members, 
who  can  vote  to  endorse 
or  reject  Chinatown  pro¬ 
jects  but  have  no  binding 
powers,  showed  reserva¬ 
tions  at  the  council's  April 
19  meeting  over  the  pro¬ 
posal  by  Asian 
Community  Development 


Corporation  and  New 
Boston  Development 
Partners. 

"Your  goals  are  unreal¬ 
istic,"  said  council  moder¬ 
ator  Bill  Moy  of  the  devel¬ 
opment  team's  plans. 
"Hudson  Street  will  never 
look  like  it  did  before,"  he 
said.  Parcel  24  was  once 
home  to  Chinese, 
Lebanese,  and  Syrian  fam¬ 
ilies  before  their  resi¬ 
dences  and  businesses 
were  taken  by  the  state  in 
the  1960s  for  highway  use. 

The  Asian  CDC  and 
New  Boston  propose  a 
315-unit  rental  and  condo 
project  that  would  be 
more  than  50%  affordable 
to  low-  and  moderate- 
income  earners.  The  hous¬ 


ing  complex  would  step 
from  four  stories  at  the 
southern  end  of  Hudson 
Street  up  to  20  stories  at 
the  northern  end  at 
Kneeland  Street.  The  pro¬ 
posal  will  soon  undergo  a 
review  by  the  parcel's 
owner,  the  Massachusetts 
Turnpike  Authority, 
which  will  lease  the  land 
for  an  undetermined 
amount. 

In  addition  to  serving 
on  the  council,  Moy  also 
works  as  the  Chinatown 
liaison  for  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Authority's  Big  Dig. 

Moy,  who  said  it  was 
"admirable"  that  the 
developers  plan  for  a

Neighborhood  Center, 
whose  wall  the  40-foot- 
high  mural  decorated  for 
15  years,  plans  to  perma¬ 
nently  house  an  80-inch 
model  of  the  mural,  which 
was  co-created  by  artist 
Wen-Ti  Tsen. 

"It's  like  a  phoenix  -- 
coming  back  to  life,"  said 
Tsen  of  the  mini-mural. 
"I'm  very  happy  about 
this." 

Tsen  said  that  before 
the  mural  was  taken  down 
in  2002  to  make  way  for 
the  Metropolitan  building, 
he  had  hoped  it  could  be 
preserved.  "The  whole 
community  wanted  some 
sort  of  reproduction,"  he 
said. 

Starting  with  the  early 
immigration  of  Chinese  to 
the  U.S.,  the  mural  shows 
the  progression  of 
Chinatown  —  the  struggles 
of  garment  workers,  the 
protests  against  the  large- 
scale  building  develop¬ 
ments  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood,  the  families  who 
found  success  in  their  new 
homeland.  In  the  far  top  of 
the  mural,  a  laundry  work¬ 
er  stands  in  front  of  rows 
of  white  tents;  off  to  the 
right,  Vietnamese  refugees 
on  boats  brave  rough 
waters;  in  the  middle,  a 
woman  works  a  sewing 
machine;  at  the  bottom 
left,  demonstrators  hold 
placards;  and  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  center,  a  Chinese 
female  pediatrician  helps  a 
small  child.  The  mural  was 


created  in  protest  of  a 
planned  hospital  parking 
garage  that  was  to  replace 
a  building  on  Oak  Street 
on  a  plot  of  land  known  as 
Parcel  C. 

In  addition  to  preserv¬ 
ing  the  memory  of  the 
original  mural,  the  replica 
will  also  serve  as  a 
fundraising  device  for 
BCNC,  which  has  a  $2.8 
million  fundraising  goal. 
Next  to  the  model,  the 
nonprofit  will  hang 
plaques  bearing  the  names 
of  donors  who  give  $500 
or  more  to  support  the 
agency's  new  space  in  the 
Metropolitan  building, 
which  replaced  its  old 
building  on  Oak  Street. 

"It’s  really  about  [pre¬ 
serving]  the  spirit  of  the 


mural,"  said  Carmen  Chan 
of  BCNC  about  the  instal¬ 
lation  of  the  replica. 
Describing  the  respect  the 
mural  had  from  the  com¬ 
munity,  Chan  noted  that 
for  its  entire  life  "it  was 
never  painted  with  graffi¬ 
ti."

Students  Propose  Winning  Project

It's  too  early  to  tell  what 
will  be  proposed  for 
Chinatown's  Parcel  A,  a 
future  development  site 
now  housing  the  Josiah 
Quincy  Upper  School  on 
Washington  Street. 

But  a  group  of  seven 
Harvard  University  and 
MIT  students  along  with 
staff  of  the  Asian 
Community  Development 
Corporation  have  a  pretty 
good  idea  of  what  could  go 
on  the  parcel.  It's  called  the 
Chinatown  Community 
Fulcrum. 

The  Chinatown 
Community  Fulcrum  is  an 
award-winning  proposal 
for  a  150-feet  high,  202-unit 
housing  project  with  50% 
affordability  that  the  stu¬ 
dents  entered  in  the 
Greater  Boston  2005 
Affordable  Housing 
Competition.  It  scored  the 
students  $10,000  when  they 
won  the  competition  on 
April  22,  and  it  could,  pos¬ 
sibly,  serve  as  a  starting 
point  for  development  on 
Parcel  A. 

The  students  —  who 
called  themselves  Team 
Riseman  for  the  competi¬ 
tion  —  competed  against 
five  other  groups  who 
designed  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  projects  in 
Massachusetts  and  New 


Hampshire.  The  competi¬ 
tion  aims  to  educate  the 
students  about  the  need 
for,  and  production  of, 
low-income  housing.  And 
it  appears  that  it  succeeded 
in  doing  just  that. 

"It  was  really  great  get¬ 
ting  to  know  all  the  issues 
of  the  [Chinatown]  com¬ 
munity,"  said  Carrie  Grassi, 
a  student  of  city  planning 
at  MIT  and  a  member  of 
Team  Riseman.  "It  was  not 
just  an  exercise  [for  us]; 
there  are  residents  in 
Chinatown  who  are  deal¬ 
ing  with  [housing]  issues 
every  day." 

To  complete  the  project, 
Grassi  and  her  teammates 
said  they  talked  with  com¬ 
munity  members  about  the 
proposal  and  studied  the 
politics  of  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  to  find  out  what  con¬ 
cerns  residents  have,  such 
as  building  height  and 
affordability. 

"[I  learned]  the  difficul¬ 
ty  of  meeting  all  the  needs 
of  the  community,"  said 
Damian  Taylor,  who's 
studying  business  adminis¬ 
tration  at  Harvard  Business 
School.  Taylor  said  that 
prior  to  the  competition,  he 
had  no  experience  with 
affordable  housing  and 
that  he  learned  that  it's  "in 
everybody's  best  interest  to 
reach  out  to  as  many  peo¬ 
ple  as  possible"  when 
designing  a  housing  pro¬ 


ject. 

The  students  worked 
with  Asian  CDC,  the  non¬ 
profit  developer  seeking  to 
build  on  Chinatown's 
Parcel  24  (see  cover  story), 
for  about  two  months.  The 
Asian  CDC  helped  connect 
the  students  with  other 
community  associations 
and  introduce  them  to  resi¬ 
dents  of  Chinatown. 

William  Ho,  a  commu¬ 
nity  organizer  at  the  Asian 
CDC,  said  that  the  propos¬ 
al  by  the  students  could 
serve  as  a  starting  point  for 
a  future  proposal  for  Parcel 
A. 

Parcel  A  has  long  been 
slated  for  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  and  on  August  8, 2003, 
Mayor  Thomas  M.  Menino 
announced  that  "a  commu¬ 
nity  process"  for  develop¬ 
ing  the  land  would  begin 
in  the  fall  of  2003.  No 
request  for  proposals  has 
yet  been  issued. 

The  affordable  housing 
competition  was  sponsored 
by  the  Federal  Home  Loan 
Bank  of  Boston,  the 
Citizens'  Housing  and 
Planning  Association  and 
the  Boston  Foundation.  The 
teams  were  judged  on  their 
projects'  financing,  respon¬ 
siveness  to  community 
needs,  environmental  "sen¬ 
sitivity,"  design,  innova¬ 
tion,  and  feasibility.

more-than-50  %  -affordable 
housing  project,  questioned 
whether  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  would  get  to  live  in 
the  proposed  project. 

"There's  no  way  in  hell 
you  can  get  Chinatown 
people  to  occupy  it,"  said 
Moy,  referring  to  equal¬ 
housing  laws  and  the  lot¬ 
tery  system  used  for  subsi¬ 
dized  housing  units. 

Moy  also  claimed  that 
the  housing  project  would 
"gentrify"  Chinatown. 
Moy's  argument  that  the 
proposal  would  lead  to 
gentrification  contrasts  his 
previous  support  for  the 
development  of  luxury 
apartment  complexes 
Liberty  Place  and 
Kensington  Place.  When 
those  projects  were  pro¬ 
posed  years  earlier,  Moy 
defended  the  towers, 
claiming  that  they  would 
not  gentrify  Chinatown 
because  of  the  many  low- 


income  housing  complexes 
in  the  area.  At  the  time, 
protesters  rallied  against 
the  luxury  projects,  saying 
they  feared  the  towers 
would  end  up  pushing  out 
Chinatown  residents  and 
businesses  because  of 
increased  property  values. 

Members  of  the  Asian 
CDC  and  New  Boston 
denied  that  their  proposal, 
which  would  create  165 
affordable  housing  units, 
would  gentrify  the  neigh¬ 
borhood.  But  they  did 
acknowledge  that  equal¬ 
housing  laws  prevent  them 
from  renting  only  to  specif¬ 
ic  races  or  populations. 

But,  they  said,  preference 
for  the  affordable  units 
could  be  given  to  people 
who  once  lived  on  Parcel 
24  but  were  displaced  by 
the  state's  highway  work  in 
the  1960s. 

"The  fact  is,  we're  going 
to  have  to  work  with  what 
we  can  work  with,"  said 
Caroline  Chang,  board 
president  of  Asian  CDC. 


Chang  once  lived  on  Parcel 
24  before  her  family  was 
forced  out  in  1962  by  the 
state. 

In  addition  to  Moy, 
other  councilors  also 
expressed  concerns. 

"Don't  give  any  empty 
promises,"  said  councilor 
Kai  Lau,  who  said  he 
feared  the  level  of  afford¬ 
ability  would  be  reduced  if 
the  proposal  is  approved. 

The  development  team 
said  it  based  its  affordabili¬ 
ty  estimates  on  "conserva¬ 
tive"  numbers,  but  cau¬ 
tioned  that  the  number  of 
low-cost  units  could 
change,  depending  on  the 
housing  market,  the  avail¬ 
ability  of  subsidies,  and  the 
Turnpike  Authority's  lease 
price  for  Parcel  24.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  partners  said  they 
would  keep  the  communi¬ 
ty  informed  of  changes  in 
the  project. 

Asian  CDC  and  New 
Boston  submitted  the  only 
proposal  to  build  on  Parcel 
24. 
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A  Chinatown  Youth  Safety  Summit  took  place  on  April  30.  The  summit  was  a  one  day  event  created  by  the  Young  Leaders  Network  to  edu¬ 
cate  young  people  about  safety  awareness  and  crime  prevention.  The  event  included  a  talk  by  Boston  Police  sergeant  Tom  Lema  and  activi¬ 
ties  such  as  a  Chinatown  photo-scavenger  hunt  and  group  discussions.  More  than  50  people,  many  of  them  teens,  attended.  Photo  from  the 
Young  Leaders  Network. 


National  Group  Surveys  Asian  Voters  in  Massachusetts

A  national  Asian 
American  group  has  just 
released  what  it  calls  the 
largest  nonpartisan,  multi¬ 
lingual  exit  poll  of  Asian 
Americans,  surveying 
nearly  11,000  voters  in 
nearly  two  dozen  cities  in 
eight  states. 

The  poll,  released  local¬ 
ly  on  April  25  by  the  Asian 
American  Legal  Defense 
and  Education  Fund, 
sheds  light  on  the  voting 
habits  and  needs  of  Asian 
American  citizens.  In 
Massachusetts,  777  people 
were  polled  during  the 
November  2004  election  as 
they  exited  voting  booths 
in  Chinatown,  Dorchester, 
Lowell,  Quincy,  and 
Mission  Hill. 

Showing  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  new  Asian 
American  voters  locally, 
the  survey  found  that 
more  than  four  in  10  peo¬ 
ple  polled  had  cast  ballots 


for  the  first  time  in  the 
2004  election. 

"Asians  are  increasing¬ 
ly  participating  in  the  elec¬ 
torate,"  said  Nancy  Yu,  a 
policy  analyst  at  the  fund, 
who  added  that  the  popu¬ 
lation's  political  clout  is 
growing  as  well. 

Who  voted  for  whom? 
As  a  whole,  Asians 
Americans,  especially 
those  of  Chinese  or 
Cambodian  decent,  voted 
overwhelmingly  for  John 
Kerry;  the  results  were 
68%  Kerry  to  30%  Bush. 
But  Vietnamese  Americans 
bucked  the  trend,  leaning 
overwhelmingly  toward 
Bush;  nearly  eight  in  10 
Vietnamese  Americans 
voted  to  keep  the  presi¬ 
dent  last  year. 

Why  Vietnamese 
Americans  chose  Bush 
while  other  Asian 
Americans  chose  Kerry  is 
hard  to  know,  but  some 
people  working  in  the 
community  speculated. 


Thao  Thi  Kim  Tran  of 
VietAID,  a  Vietnamese 
nonprofit  in  Dorchester, 
said  she  noticed  a  large 
grassroots  effort  from  pro- 
Bush  Vietnamese 
Americans  during  the  elec¬ 
tion.  "Amazingly,  during 
the  presidential  election,  it 
was  the  partisan  (pro- 
Bush)  Vietnamese  groups 
who  drove  voters,"  she 
said. 

The  fact  that  many 
Vietnamese  Americans 
lived  through  the  Vietnam 
War  and  then  fled  their 
home  country  afterwards 
likely  influences  how  they 
vote,  suggested  Tran.  "It 
goes  back  to  30  to  40  years 
of  history,"  she  said. 

In  addition,  Kerry's 
vocal  opposition  to  the 
Vietnam  War  and  his  push 
for  normal  relations  with 
the  country  also  likely 
turned  off  Vietnamese, 
said  Peter  Nien-Chu 
Kiang,  a  professor  of 
Social  Studies  and 


Multicultural  Education  at 
UMass  Boston's  Graduate 
College  of  Education. 

"Peace  with  the  victori¬ 
ous  communists  is  [seen 
as]  supporting  the  enemy," 
said  Kiang  of  how  many 
Vietnamese  view  Kerry 
and  their  homeland. 

When  asked  what  the 
most  influential  factors  are 
in  voting  for  president, 
Asian  Americans  as  a 
whole  said  the  number- 
one  factor  is  economy  and 
jobs,  number  two  is 
healthcare,  and  number 
three  is  terrorism  and 
security.  Of  those  who 
voted  for  Bush,  the  num¬ 
ber-one  factor  was  terror¬ 
ism  and  security;  of  those 
who  voted  for  Kerry,  the 
number-one  factor  was 
economy  and  jobs. 

More  than  half  of 
Asian  Americans  polled 
said  their  ability  to  read, 
speak  and  understand 
English  was  "limited,"  and 
only  seven  percent  said 


English  was  their  native 
language.  Though  the  sur¬ 
vey  found  that  "a  number" 
of  the  poll  sites  voluntarily 
provided  language  assis¬ 
tance,  members  of  the 
Asian  American  Legal 
Defense  Fund  noted  that 
translation  services  are 
"very  spotty  from  year  to 
year." 

In  addition,  the  survey 
found  that  many  poll 
workers  did  not  know  that 
immigrants  could  bring 
interpreters  into  voting 
booths. 

"A  lot  of  poll  workers 
think  that  they're  influenc¬ 
ing  their  vote,"  said  Yu. 

Following  the  finding 
that  many  Asian  American 
voters  are  limited  in  their 
English  proficiency,  the 
survey  also  found  that 
more  than  half  of  Asian 
Americans  get  their  news 
from  the  ethnic  media.

The  choice  of  Japan 


reflects  Stephanie's  passion 
for  that  country's  anima¬ 
tion  films  and  her  own 
excellence  in  drawing, 
design,  and  computer 
graphics.  "She  was  very 
good  at  [art]  and  had  high 
standards  for  herself,"  said 
her  guidance  counselor, 
Jacky  Tibbetts.  "But  she 
was  at  complete  joy  when 
she  was  among  her 
friends." 


"She  was  very  consider¬ 
ate.  She  tried  very  hard  to 
be  a  good  person,"  added 
another  guidance  coun¬ 
selor,  Ada  Wong. 

One  of  Stephanie's  clos¬ 
est  friendships  was  with 
her  dog,  Sally.  She  loved 
all  animals,  mice  included, 
said  her  father,  Bing  Lam, 
a  scientist  with  Harvard 
Medical  School  and 
Brigham  &  Women's 
Hospital.  At  his  lab, 
Stephanie  played  with  the 
mice  —  the  black  ones,  the 
white  ones,  she  liked  all  of 
them,  he  said.  She  affec¬ 
tionately  liked  to  pick 
them  up  and  have  them 
explore  her  hand.  She 
thought  of  being  an  artist 
or  veterinarian  one  day. 

A  typical  teenager, 
Stephanie  loved  trendy 
fashions  and  music, 
including  Japanese  singer 
Gackt.  But  unlike  her 
MTV  and  "Paris  Hilton" 
generation,  she  didn't  like 
revealing  clothes;  nor  was 
she  obsessed  with  her 
looks.  Her  only  sibling, 
Jonathan,  17,  said 
Stephanie  would  go  on  the 
bathroom  scale  and  joking¬ 
ly  declare:  "Oh  no!  I'm 
over  94  pounds!  I  miss  the 


good  times  of  weighing  in 
the  80s!" 

In  addition  to  her  great 
sense  of  humor, 
Stephanie's  family,  friends, 
and  school  administrators 
remember  how  lively, 
bright,  and  very  happy  she 
was.  She  had  the  sweetest 
smile;  she  was  someone 
who  truly  sparkled.

$6,000  towards  the  effort, 
said  Bill  Moy  at  the  May 
Chinatown  Safety 
Committee  meeting.

Moy  estimated  that  over 
the  last  few  months,  there 
have  been  "close  to  30  hand¬ 
bags  snatched"  but  that 
many  of  the  snatchings 
went  unreported. 

"I  guess  the  people  in  the 
community  have  gotten 
tired  of  it,"  he  said. 

The  crime  watch  is  look¬ 
ing  for  volunteers  who  can 
help  monitor  the  communi¬ 
ty.  The  volunteers,  said 
Moy,  would  not  be  expected 
to  confront  criminals. 

Boston  Police  Captain 
Bernard  O'Rourke,  who 
oversees  a  downtown  area 
of  Boston  that  includes 
Chinatown,  meanwhile  said 
crimes  are  decreasing  in  the 
area. 

From  January  to  April, 
total  violent  crimes 
decreased  by  18%  and  total 
property  crimes  by  45% 
compared  to  last  year' s  sta¬ 
tistics  over  the  same  time 
period.  Robberies,  however, 
increased  by  30%  this  year. 

"The  first  few  days  in 
May  have  been  very  quiet," 
he  said.

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Hear  This:  Care  For  Your  Ears

The  ear  is  divided  into 
external,  middle,  and 
inner  ear.  The  hearing 
mechanism  starts  with  a 
sound  wave  moving 
toward  the  eardrum  via 
the  earlobe  and  the  exter¬ 
nal  ear  canal.  The  move¬ 
ment  of  inner  ear  fluid 
stimulates  inner  ear  cells 
and  eventually  produces 
hearing  in  the  brain.  Ear 
diseases  may  affect  differ¬ 
ent  sites  along  the  hearing 
pathway;  hence,  the  caus¬ 
es  of  hearing  loss  can  be 
multiple.  Severe  middle 
ear  infection  may  spread 
into  the  brain  and  cause 
serious  infections  inside 
the  skull.  In  addition,  the 
inner  ear  is  used  for 
balance.  Ear  diseases 
may  cause  vertigo  or 
loss  of  balance. 


Preauricular  Pit 

Some  people,  fre¬ 
quently  children,  have 
a  small  hole  at  the  front 
and  top  of  the  ear.  It  is 
most  often  on  one  side, 
but  may  happen  to  both 
ears.  When  squeezed,  the 
hole  may  exude  white 
cheesy  material. 

Sometimes  several  family 
members  have  preauricu¬ 
lar  pits  and  the  lesion  may 
be  genetic.  If  the  tract 
under  the  pit  becomes 
obstructed  and  bacteria 
infect  the  cheesy  material, 
the  tract  and  its  surround¬ 
ing  soft  tissue  will  develop 
swelling,  redness,  inflam¬ 
mation,  and  even  abscess. 

The  treatment  for 
infected  preauricular  pit 
includes  antibiotics  and 
incision  and  drainage  of 
the  abscess.  For  noninfect- 
ed  ones,  daily  soap  and 
water  to  clean  the  pit  and 
its  surrounding  skin  is 
usually  adequate  to  pre¬ 
vent  infection.  But  once 
they  get  infected,  the 
infection  often  recurs.  The 
tract  and  the  pit  have  to  be 
surgically  excised  after  the 
acute  infection  is  treated. 

Cerumen  Impaction 

Earwax  is  also  called 
cerumen.  The  skin  of  the 
external  ear  canal  has  a 
gland  that  secretes  ceru¬ 
men.  Cerumen  helps  repel 


insects  from  entering  the 
ear  canal  and  suppress 
bacterial  or  fungal  over¬ 
growth.  Most  cerumen  is 
of  yellow  and  sticky  con¬ 
sistence.  After  it  dries  up, 
it  becomes  earwax.  Some 
cerumen  is  brown,  oily, 
and  does  not  dry.  Oily 
cerumen  is  normal  and 
requires  no  treatment. 

Too  much  cerumen, 
sometimes  combined  with 
shedded  skin,  can  accu¬ 
mulate  large  enough  to 
obstruct  ear  canal.  When 
total  obstruction  occurs, 
symptoms  such  as  hearing 
loss,  pain,  or  ringing  in  the 
ears  may  develop. 

Cerumen  is  best 
removed  by  your  doctor. 

If  you  stick  things  in  your

insect  out  of  the  ear.  Go  to 
the  doctor's  office  to  have 
the  ear  checked  or  to 
remove  the  insect  the  fol¬ 
lowing  day. 


ear  to  clean  it,  you  can 
accidentally  puncture 
your  eardrum,  which  is 
very  painful.  Also,  irrigat¬ 
ing  the  ear  canal  with 
water  can  push  earwax 
deeper  inside.  Irrigating 
the  ear  using  jet  water 
may  burst  the  eardrum 
and  should  never  be  per¬ 
formed. 

Foreign  Objects  in  the  Ear 
If  you  do  get  some¬ 
thing  stuck  in  your  ear, 
only  a  doctor  should 
remove  it.  Some  objects, 
such  as  beans,  may 
expand,  especially  when 
wetted,  and  cause  infec¬ 
tion,  pain,  and  hearing 
loss.  Therefore,  do  not 
apply  eardrops  —  go  to  the 
doctor' s  office.  Small  toy 
parts  will  not  expand  and 
may  not  cause  any  symp¬ 
toms  for  a  while.  But,  if 
you  attempt  to  remove 
them  improperly,  you  can 
push  them  deeper  into  the 
ear.  Insects  often  crawl 
into  the  ear  at  night,  and  if 
it  is  not  convenient  to  seek 
medical  care  immediately, 
put  warm  water  into  the 
ear  to  kill  the  insect;  some¬ 
times  this  will  drive  the 


Otitis  Externa  and  Media 
Otitis  externa  is  the 
inflammation  of  the  skin 
and  soft  tissue  of  ear 
canal.  It  is  often  caused  by 
water  in  the  ear— swim¬ 
mer's  ear,  digging  the  ear, 
dermatitis,  or  allergic  reac¬ 
tion  to  other  eardrops  to 
treat  otits  media.  After 
swimming  or  showering, 
it  is  best  to  dry  the  ear 
with  special  eardrops  or 
hairdryers.  Digging  the 
ear  especially  after  swim¬ 
ming  or  showering  is  not 
recommended.  If  pus  or 
foul-smelling  ear 
drainage  occurs,  it 
needs  to  be  suction 
cleaned  by  a  doctor 
and  you  will  need  to 
take  antibiotic  drops. 

Otitis  media  is 
the  inflammation  of  the 
middle  ear  space,  most 
commonly  by  bacteria. 
It  is  most  often  found 
in  children  under  the  age 
of  six  because  some  part 
of  their  ear  structures  have 
not  grown  to  adult  size 
and  shape  to  prevent  bac¬ 
terial  invasion.  The  initial 
symptoms  of  otitis  media 
are  fever  and  ear  pain.  If 
not  treated  in  time,  it  can 
quickly  result  in  the  rup¬ 
ture  of  the  eardrum. 

Worse  still,  objects  can  fall 
through  the  ruptured 
eardrum  into  the  inner  ear 
and  subsequently  cause 
meningitis.  Although  it  is 
rare  nowadays,  the  severe 
complication  is  serious 
and  deadly  without  quick 
treatment. 


Other  Causes  of  Ear  Pain 
In  addition  to  ear  dis¬ 
eases,  certain  non-ear  con¬ 
ditions  may  cause  pain  in 
the  ears.  These  conditions 
include  tonsillitis,  pharyn¬ 
gitis,  pharyngeal  cancer, 
and  temporal  mandibular 
joint  pain.

four  stories  higher  than  the 
building  currently  at  75 
Kneeland  St.,  across  from 
Parcel  24,  and  that  building 
higher  allows  more  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  affordable  hous¬ 
ing. 

The  level  of  affordabili¬ 
ty  will  likely  be  influenced 
not  only  by  future  market 
conditions  but  also  by  the 
lease  price  of  Parcel  24.  The 
Massachusetts  Turnpike 
Authority  will  lease  the 
land  for  a  price  not  yet 
determined.  Chinatown 
groups,  including  Asian 
CDC,  have  for  years  tried 
to  pressure  the  authority 
into  giving  up  the  land  for 
a  nominal  value  because 
Chinatown  residents  were 
displaced  from  the  proper¬ 
ty  in  the  1960s.  How  low 
the  lease  price  is  will  likely 
influence  how  many 
affordable  units  could  be 
created. 

At  least  one  person 
spoke  favorably  of  the  pro¬ 
posal.  Olivia  Waishek, 
whose  family  was  forced 
from  Parcel  24  over  40 
years  ago,  said  she  liked 
the  building  designs  pre¬ 
sented  by  Asian  CDC  and 
New  Boston.  Waishek  also 
noted  that  many  Syrian 
and  Lebanese  families  were 
displaced  from  the  Parcel 
24,  along  with  Chinese 
families.

"Little  Green"  Retells  The  Cultural  Revolution 


From  a  Child's  Perspective 


“Little  Green  Growing  Up 
During  the  Chinese  Cultural 
Revolution" 

By  Chun  Yu 
A  Paula  Wiseman  Book

"I  was  bom  in  a  small 
city  near  the  East  Sea, 
when  the  Great  Cultural 
Revolution  began. 

My  Name  is  Xiao  Qing, 

Little  Green, 

My  country  Zhong  Guo,  the 
Middle  Kingdom. 

"When  I  was  ten  years  old, 
our  leader  died  and  the  revo¬ 
lution  ended. 

"And  this  is  how  I  remember 
it." 

This  is  the  prologue  to 
"Little  Green,"  a  slim  vol¬ 
ume  of  biographical  verse 
recounting  Chun  Yu's  ear¬ 
liest  years  in  China.  She 
was  bom  into  a  world  of 
chaos,  where  families  were 
forcibly  moved,  fathers 
sent  to  reeducation  camps, 
and  the  most  innocent 
words  of  children  were 
used  against  the  adults 
they  loved. 

"Little  Green"  brings  a 
different  perspective  to  the 
tale  of  the  Red  Guards, 


Chairman  Mao's  Little  Red 
Book  and  the  consequences 
visited  on  the  local  people 
due  to  unleashing 
unspeakable  hatred  and 
cruelty  on  their  neighbors 
in  the  name  of  govern¬ 
ment-sanctioned  revolu¬ 
tion.  Chun  Yu's  tale  is  not 
an  "in  your  face"  commen¬ 
tary  on  the  Chinese 
Cultural  Revolution;  hers 
is  a  quite  elegiac  retelling 
from  a  child's  perspective. 

Adult  readers  sense  the 
danger  the  child  does  not. 
They  wonder  why  and 
how  such  unspeakable  acts 
can  happen;  they  sense,  in 
the  well-crafted  elliptical 
verse,  darker  meanings 
that  the  child  does  not 
understand.  The  child  just 
notices  that  her  mother  is 
attending  emergency  meet¬ 
ings,  her  grandmother  is 
laboring  in  the  fields,  and 
her  father  is  away  to  be 
"re-educated."  She  plays 
the  games  of  childhood  but 
with  a  twist  --  killing  for¬ 
eign  devils,  marching  like 
soldiers,  and  then  warned 
of  planes  overheard  drop¬ 
ping  bombs.  These  suppos¬ 
edly  innocent  times  are  the 
stuff  of  nightmares  that

In  recent  months,  our 
readers  may  have  come 
across  the  word  "PERM."  I 
thought  it  may  be  useful  to 
briefly  describe  what 
PERM  is. 

As  some  readers  will 
know,  one  avenue  to 
obtain  U.S.  permanent  res¬ 
idency  is  to  have  a  U.S. 
employer  sponsor  the 
employee  for  the  green 
card.  With  some  excep¬ 
tions,  this  process  general¬ 
ly  begins  with  the  U.S. 
employer  obtaining  a 
Permanent  Labor 
Certification  from  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Labor.  The 
purpose  of  this  certifica¬ 
tion  is  for  the  employer  to 
show  that  (1)  there  are  no 
U.S.  workers  who  are  able, 
willing  and  qualified  for 
the  position  and  (2)  the 
hiring  of  the  foreign 
national  would  not 
adversely  affect  the  wages 
and  work  conditions  of 
U.S.  workers. 

There  are  exceptions  to 
the  labor  certification 
requirements.  Certain 
prospective  immigrants 
(such  as  outstanding  pro¬ 
fessors  and  researchers 
and  international  executive 
transferees  or  advanced 
degree  professionals  who 
obtain  a  national  interest 
waiver)  do  not  require 
labor  certification.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  registered  nurses  fall 
into  a  special  category  of 
occupations  that  has 
already  been  designated  as 
a  labor  shortage  occupa¬ 
tion  and  do  not  need  to 
obtain  prior  certification 


from  the  Department  of 
Labor,  although  they  still 
need  to  satisfy  certain 
modified  requirements. 
Other  employment-based 
immigrants,  however,  gen¬ 
erally  require  such  certifi¬ 
cation. 

PERM  refers  to  the  new 
procedures  for  this  labor 
certification  process  that 
the  U.S.  Department  of 
Labor  began  implementing 
on  March  28,  2005.  Prior 
to  March  28,  the  labor  cer¬ 
tification  process  could 
take  one  of  two  routes  and 
often  took  a  significant 
period  of  time  to  complete. 
The  standard  route 
required  that  the  state 
workforce  agency  (the 
Division  of  Career  Services 
in  Massachusetts)  conduct 
a  supervised  recruitment 
process  to  "test"  the  labor 
market.  Another  route 
allowed  the  employer  to 
conduct  a  recruitment  pro¬ 
gram  prior  to  filing  for 
labor  certification  -  called 
"RIR." 

PERM  was  intended  to 
streamline  the  labor  certifi¬ 
cation  process.  It  requires 
the  U.S.  employer  sponsor 
to  conduct  required 
recruitment  prior  to  filing 
for  labor  certification.  In 
the  labor  certification 
application,  the  U.S. 
employer  attests  that  cer¬ 
tain  recruitment,  wage  and 
other  requirements  have 
been  fulfilled,  but  retains 
supporting  documentation 
in  its  own  files  instead  of 
submitting  them.  The 
application  under  PERM 
may  be  submitted  electron¬ 
ically  or  by  mail. 

In  some  ways,  PERM  is

similar  in  structure  to  the 
RIR  process  under  prior 
law.  But  its  requirements 
are  more  stringent.  PERM 
generally  requires  that 
recruitment  occur  more 
than  30  days  but  less  than 
180  days  before  the  filing 
of  the  labor  certification 
application.  The  required 
recruitment  includes  news¬ 
paper  advertising  on  two 
Sundays,  posting  a  job 
order  with  the  state  work¬ 
force  agency  for  30  days 
and  posting  the  position 
for  10  consecutive  business 
days  at  the  employer's 
worksite  and  the  employ¬ 
er's  intranet  or  company 
newsletters  (if  other  job 
openings  are  normally 
posted  in  such  outlets). 

For  certain  professional 
positions,  three  additional 
forms  of  alternative 
recruitment  must  be  con¬ 
ducted.  These  may 
include,  for  example,  job 
fairs,  posting  on  an  exter¬ 
nal  Web  site,  posting  on  a 
job  search  Web  site  (such 
as  Monster,  com),  employ¬ 
ee  referral  programs,  on- 
campus  recruiting,  pub¬ 
lishing  in  local  or  ethnic 
newspapers,  among  oth¬ 
ers. 

The  Department  of 
Labor  had  targeted  a  pro¬ 
cessing  time  of  around  45 
to  60  days  for  PERM  certi¬ 


fication  once 
an  applica¬ 
tion  has 
been  filed  if 
there  are  no 
issues  raised 
by  the  sys¬ 
tem.  It 
remains  too 
early  to 
determine  how  well  the 
new  procedures  will  work 
out.

More  Than  a  Sports  Flick,  " Year 
of  Yao"  Offers  Inside  View  of  Yao

"They  are  going  to  put 
electricity  in  you,"  Colin 
Pine  translates  to  Houston 
Rockets  player  Yao  Ming. 

Yao  is  taken  aback.  He 
shudders  --  he  must  be 
envisioning  being  electro¬ 
cuted. 

The  scene  is  promptly 
followed  by  laughter, 
reverberating  throughout 
the  movie  theater,  as  Pine 
tries  to  explain  to  Yao  that 
he  was  actually  talking 
about  a  procedure  in 
which  muscles  are  elec¬ 
tronically  stimulated  —  not 
electrocuted. 

"The  Year  of  the  Yao" 
contains  many  such  awk¬ 
ward,  East-meets-West 
instances  that  provide 
unintended  comedy,  as 
Yao  experiences  NBA's 
hip-hop  culture,  eats  soul 
food  and  Thanksgiving 
turkey  for  the  first  time, 
and  listens  to  fans  chant 
his  own  theme  song  now 
sweeping  Houston:  "Yao 
Ming  (Ole),  Yao  Ming 
(Ole),  Yao  Ming  (Ole)!" 

ITie  title,  "Year  of  the 
Yao,"  refers  to  the  Chinese 
custom  of  assigning  an 


animal  to  a  year.  The  film 
is  a  diary  of  Yao  and  his 
live-in  translator,  Pine.  The 
film  starts  on  draft  day 
2003,  when  the  Houston 
Rockets  make  Yao  the  first 
selection  of  the  draft,  and 
ends  at  the  completion  of 
his  rookie  season.  Viewers 
watch  Yao  face  cultural 
and  language  barriers  and 
the  pressures  of  represent¬ 
ing  a  nation  of  1.3  billion 
and  formidable  opponents, 
such  as  NBA  superstar 
Shaquille  O'Neal. 

While  any  hoop  fan 
should  be  pressed  to 
watch  "Year  of  the  Yao," 
the  film  separates  itself 
from  other  sports  docu¬ 
mentaries  in  that  it  skill¬ 
fully  develops  the  relation¬ 
ship  between  Yao  and 
Pine,  who  is  as  much  of  a 
rookie  as  Yao  is  to  the 
NBA.  The  relationship 
evolves  from  the  polite 
small  talk  in  the  beginning 
to  playful  joking  around 
(such  as  when  Yao  accuses 
Colin  of  eating  more  pizza 
than  he  did)  to  the  dramat¬ 
ic  farewell  at  the  airport 
when  Yao  leaves  for  the 
summer. 

Having  interviewed 
Yao  and  read  his  autobiog¬ 


raphy,  I  was  eager  to 
watch  the  film  to  find  out 
more  about  him.  My  initial 
impression  of  him  was 
that  he  seemed  tired  and 
drained  --  he  had  just  fin¬ 
ished  a  game  and  he 
appeared  to  be  dragging. 
However,  the  film  outlines 
Yao's  demeanor  as  he 
starts  off  as  an  eager  play¬ 
er  full  of  life  and  zest  and 
then  slowly  gets  worn 
down  from  media 
requests,  commercial 
shoots,  and  meetings. 

This  is  a  well  made 
film.  The  live-action  shots 
are  extremely  entertaining 
and  I  often  found  myself  — 
along  with  the  rest  of  the 
audience  —  rooting  for  Yao 
out  loud.

Random  Restaurant  Review 


Slick  New  Hong  Kong  Eatery  Still  Delicious

Hong  Kong  Eatery 
recently  opened  its  second 
location  in  Quincy,  and 
while  it  shares  the  same 
owner,  namesake,  and 
good  food  as  the  original 
on  79  Harrison  Ave.  in 
Chinatown,  the  experience 
is  completely  different. 
Upon  entering,  your  eyes 
immediately  wander  to  the 
two  flat-screen  plasma  tele¬ 
visions  that  hang  on  the 
wall.  Next,  you  notice  the 
lavish  fish  tank  that  con¬ 
tains  quite  a  selection  of 
exotic  fish.  Finally,  after 
forgetting  that  you  are  in 
the  Hong  Kong  Eatery,  you 
find  the  new,  clean  and 
more  spacious  setup  of  the 
establishment  very  entic¬ 
ing. 

The  menu  of  Hong 
Kong  Eatery  in  Quincy  is 
exactly  the  same  as  the  one 
in  Chinatown  --  they  even 
use  the  exact  same  menus. 
Another  thing  that  they 
have  in  common  is  that  the 
staples  of  Hong  Kong 
Eatery  are  its  home-made 
noodles  and  wonton  noo¬ 
dles  that  are  the  best  in 
Boston.  Now,  I  should 
make  it  a  point  to  spend  a 
little  more  time  on  this. 

The  wontons  are  signifi¬ 
cantly  bigger  than  any 
other  restaurant's  and  con¬ 
tain  pieces  of  succulent 
shrimp,  not  ground 
shrimp,  but  fresh  shrimp. 

My  meal  for  the  day  is  a 
bed  of  Hong  Kong-style 
noodles  ($6.50),  delicious 


egg  and  wheat-flour  noo¬ 
dles  served  with  a  tiny  hint 
of  oyster  sauce  and  oil  and 
served  with  a  side  of  roast 
chicken  along  with  small 
bowl  of  broth  and  shrimp 
wontons.  The  noodles  were 
cooked  perfectly,  a  little  al 
dente.  The  soup  broth  with 


soups  or  stews.  The  dish 
came  out  a  tad  on  the  oily 
side  but  I  enjoyed  it 
immensely  nevertheless. 
The  fresh  seafood  and 
ingredients  really  make  the 
dish  stand  out. 

All  in  all,  Hong  Kong 
eatery  in  Quincy  is  just  as

chicken  . 

wonton  excellently  comple¬ 
mented  these  dry  noodles  - 
it  was  truly  a  perfect  bal¬ 
ance. 

Another  dish  was  the 
seafood  udon  noodle  with 
satay  sauce.  Now,  although 
this  is  not  a  traditional 
Chinese  dish,  it  is  interest¬ 
ing  and  delicious  nonethe¬ 
less.
